We noted with interest that Webbe said he 
was bowing out of the race because his campaign 
would cost $200,000, a figure that he must have, 
pulled out of the hat somewhere. It is hardly a 
reliable estimate, and the truth is that Webbe 
probably had access to as agreat a slush fund 
as exists in Missouri: 
the Teamsters political 
campaign chest, which will be divided among 
Sen. Edward Long and others who seek the favor 
of Hoffa, Gibbons & Company. 
One of two things happened to Sorkis Webbe 
to have him withdraw. 
Either the Teamsters told him their contri­ 
butions to his campaign would have to be some­ 
what smaller because of heavy commitments 
to Sen. Long’s campaign, or, 
Some top Democratic officials in Missouri told 
Webbe they would oppose his candidacy if he 
decided to run.

EVERYWHERE RED CONSULATES GO. . . 
Experience of the FBI has shown that official 
personnel form the backbone of 
Soviet-bloc 
espionage in the United States. 
At present, Soviet Russia’s diplomatic person­ 
nel in the United States are stationed only in 
Washington at the Russian embassy, and in New 
York City, with the United Nations. 
This situation may someday be changed—and 
not for the better. 
On June 1, 1964, the United States and the Soviet 
Union signed a Consular Treaty. 
On June 12, 
1964, in accordance with a provision of our 
Federal Constitution, the treaty was submitted 
to the U. S. Senate with a request for its advice 
and consent. 
The Consular Treaty would allow Soviet diplo­ 
matic personnel to be located in major cities 
across the nation. Soviet consulates are staffed 
with commercial, military, naval and air attach­ 
es, among other personnel. At a time when this 
nation is engaged in a fierce struggle with the 
Communists in Vietnam, this treaty proposes to 
allow the Russians to set up Soviet-bloc spy 
diplomatic headquarters at consulates in such 
key defense cities as San Francisco, Detroit, 
Chicago and Pittsburgh. 
In March, 1965, the treaty was the subject 
of testimony, before a congressional committee, 
by J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI. Mr. 
Hoover testified: 
“ Long seeking greater official representation 
in the United States which would be more widely 
spread over the country, a cherished goal of the 
Soviet intelligence services was realized when 
the United States signed an agreement with the 
Soviet Union. . . providing for the reciprocal 
establishment of consulates in our respective 
countries. 
“One Soviet intelligence officer, in commenting 
on the agreement, spoke of the wonderful oppor­ 
tunity this presented his service and that it 
would enable the Soviets to enhance their in­ 
telligence operations.” 
On July 14, 1965, Mr. Hoover commented fur­ 
ther in a public statement: 
“The great majority of the 800 Communist- 
bloc official personnel stationed in the United 
States, protected by the privilege of diplomatic 
immunity, have engaged in intelligence assign­ 
ments and are a dangerous threat to the secur­ 
ity of the United States.” 
Mr. Hoover pointed out that “ in regard to the 
Communist-bioc espionage attack against this 
country, there has been no _letup whatsoever.” 
He explained that between July,"].960, and Febru- 
ary, 1965, the Soviet official personnel assigned 
to the United Nations Secretariat leaped from 32 
to 108. Half of these, he declared, “were agents 
or officers of the Soviet intelligence services.” 


The Consular Treaty continued to rest in the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee until mid­ 
summer of 1965. 
On August 3, the Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee reported the treaty to the 
Senate. Action has not been taken on it. 
In the long run, communism’s goal is to sub­ 
jugate the world. 
By its own words and deeds, 
the international Communist movement convicts 
itself by perpetrating world conspiracy with­ 
out apology. 
The conspirators aim to take over the United 
States — indeed, the entire western hemisphere. 
Their assault in this hemisphere includes: 
.Subversive activities — agitations, strikes, 
guerrilla warfare — which in some Latin Amer­ 
ican countries have reached the point of open 
insurrection; 
.Acts of sabotage and terrorism carried out by 
small but highly trained and equipped groups 
following pre-established plans and intended to 
create a climate conducive to general insur­ 
rection; 
.Infiltration of governmental spheres, including 
the armed forces; 
.Growing participation in the educational field, 
particularly at the college level. 
Western hemisphere headquarters for the Com­ 
munist movement has been established in Cuba, 
so close to our own shoreline. 
The Consular 
Treaty would give the Communists an oppor­ 
tunity, through the establishment of what might 
be called branch offices in our open society, to 
expand and intensify intelligence activity within 
the United States. 
When a treaty is signed between the United 
States and Soviet Russia it implies an accep­ 
tance of the theory that freedom and communism 
can coexist. This is highly satisfactory to some 
propagandists who spend their time trying to shape 
the thinking of the American people. 
They 
would have us believe that coexistence is good 
for us. 
They are strong — very strong — for 
treaties. In that very fact is to be found a clue 
as to whether coexistence is really good for us. 
Lenin said it long ago, speaking before the Sev­ 
enth Communist Party Congress in 1919: 
“The treaty is the means of gaining strength.” 
Is there anyone who believes that Lenin meant 
strength for the free world? 
The Communist idea of peaceful coexistence 
was set forth in the 1960 Moscow statement of 
81 Communist parties, which said: 
“The policy of peaceful coexistence meets the 
basic interests of all people. . . This policy 
strengthens the positions of socialism, enhances 
the prestige and international influence of the so­ 
cialist countries and promotes the prestige and 
influence of the Communist parties in the capi­ 
talist countries. . . Peaceful coexistence of states 
does not imply renunciation of the class struggle 
. . . The coexistence of states with different 
social systems is 
a form of class struggle be­ 
tween socialism and capitalism. 
In conditions 
of peaceful coexistence, favorable opportunities 
are provided for the development of the class 
struggle in the capitalist countries.” 
By “capitalist” countries, the Communists, of 
course, principally mean the United States. 
By “development of the class struggle,” they 
mean they will keep on trying to destroy us as 
they talk about the great virtues of peaceful 
coexistence. 
The 1961 program of the Communist Party, 
USA, says: 
“As they consistently pursue the 
policy of peaceful coexistence, the socialist coun­ 
tries are steadily strengthening the positions of 
the world socialist system in the competition with 
capitalism. 
Peaceful coexistence affords more 
favorable opportunities for the struggle of the 
working class in the capitalist countries.” 
When these statements are placed together, it is 
easy to see how the U. S. Communist Party par­ 
rots the party line laid down at the Moscow con­ 
ference. That is not surprising in any way. The 
U. S. Communist Party is, and always has been, 
the agent of the bloodthirsty foreign power, the 
Soviet Union. 
Here is another statement from Communist 
sources bearing on this matter. 
The Soviet 
theoretician, G. I. Tunkin, wrote in 1962: “ Peace­ 
ful coexistence serves as a basis for the peaceful 
competition between socialism and capitalism on 
an international scale and constitutes a specific 
form of class struggle between them.” 
Of course it does, but our homegrown Commu­ 
nists never admit that when they are trying to 
peddle the idea of that coexistence. 
When we look at all the facts and consider the 
ultimate goal of the conspirators against free­ 
dom, we have to expect the following from 
“peaceful coexistence” : 
.The network of pro-Communist and subversive 
groups in the United States to be greatly ex­ 
tended; 
.A disastrous expansion of Communist ideology; 
.American demoralization; 
.The Communist espionage system in our coun­ 
try to become far more widespread; 
.Socialist-Communist forces to be given a free 
hand in interfering in U.S. international affairs; 
.Domestic conflicts within the United States to 
be intensified; 
.Economic subversion to be vastly increased. 
We should seek out the facts for ourselves. 
Look at, and behind, the headlines in daily news­ 
papers to find evidence that the communists are 
pulling back from their intention to bury the free 
world. The evidence is just not there.

It has long been an American 
dream to win tome and fortune 
by taking advantage of the op. 
portunities which are at least 
theoretically available to all in 
our country. 


But is that really the most 
popular American dream? Or is 
it really cmly one of our more 
popular daydreams? The evi. 
dence indicates the latter is 
more true. 
Over the last quarter of a cen. 
tury it has been my pleasure on 
occasion— and merely my duty 
at other times— to interview 
several hundred 
people 
who 
were famous or rich or both. 
The experience has left me with 
the conviction that a majority ol 
Americans do not have as their 
basic heart’s desire the wish tc 
be 
either 
famous 
or 
very 
wealthy. 
They do not seem to feel the 
game is worth the candle. 
Being famous and being quite 
rich are, of course, two quite 
different things, although they 
often do go hand in hand. 
It is a fairly simple thing to 
become notorious in the United 
States, a land which is perhaps 
inordinately 
enchanted 
by 
novelty. 
You can become notorious by 
standing on your head at an 
opening of the Metropolitan Op. 
era, by insulting the president 
in public, by trying to make a 
religion out of LSD, or by riding 
a hippopotamus backward up 
Pike’s Peak. 
But although you can achieve 
notoriety by attracting atten­ 
tion, you need more than that to 
win tome. To become famous 
you have to have other attrib. 
utes— such as talent or genius, 
great courage or tremendous 


dedication. 
to this category fall such men 
as Albert Schweitzer, Albert 
Einstein, Dr, Jonas Salk and 
Robert Frost, to the achieve, 
ment of tome, the making of 
money was secondary to the 
dedicated expression of genius. 
But how about that so^alled 
American dream of becoming a 
millionaire? Does it require ei. 
ther dedication or genius? 
Genius, no— dedication, usual­ 
ly yes. 
Of the many self-made mil­ 
lionaires I have met, I can’t re­ 
call one who felt it took any ex­ 
traordinary mental ability to be­ 
come rich. And most of them 
agreed the opportunities to earn 
a million dollars are more plen­ 
tiful today than at any previous 
time in history, despite the pre­ 
valence of taxes. 
What does it take, then, to be­ 
come a millionaire. Here is a 
summary of what many who 
have done it in their own life­ 
time have told me: 
“ Unless it happens through 
one big streak of luck, and this 
is unusual, what it takes to 
make a million dollars is com­ 
mon sense, energy, and endless 
attention to your business. 
“ Almost anyone who is ordi­ 
narily intelligent can become 
rich if he makes that his main 
goal, and sticks to it. But you 
don’t get a million dollars for 
nothing. You generally have to 
sacrifice a lot of other things 
along the way— leisure, play, 
hobbies, many df the pleasures 
of family life. 
“ Making money has to be­ 
come your greatest excitement, 
your big kick in living. And un­ 
less it is, you’re not likely to 
make it.”

whether Bobby Kennedy was re­

may have been the chief reason 
for the feud between LBJ and 
RFK. 
It also raised the question of 
who was telling the truth in so in­ 
forming the President: Attorney 
General Clark, who said he could 
find 
no evidence that Bobby 
Kennedy had initiated the probe; 
or the FBI, which informed the 
President that Kennedy was be­ 
hind the Baker investigation. 
The whole business also rais­ 
es important questions regarding 
the constitutional right of Ameri­ 
cans to protection from police 
state methods. 
The 
eavesdropping on Fred 
Black’s rooms at the Carlton 
Hotel was obviously political. 
It involved political pals of then 
Vice President 
Lyndon John­ 
son, including the late Sen. Bob 
Kerr of Oklahoma; Rep. Carl 
Albert of Oklahoma, the Demo­ 
cratic floor leader; Rep. Ger­ 
ald Ford, the Republican floor 
leader; James Webb, head of the 
national space agency. Finally, 
the tape included the activities of 
Bobby Baker. 
Nothing turned up to connect 
Vice 
President 
Johnson with 
Baker’s operations, except for 
Baker’s gift of a hi-fi set for 
Christmas some years earlier 
when Johnson was a senator. 
The bugging case, however, has 
had 
more political repercus­ 
sions than probably any other In 
American history. 
Among other things, U. S. Dis­ 
trict Judge William Jones, one 
of our more courageous jurists, 
has ordered the FBI to produce 
the raw file in the Fred Black 
case. 
What is surprising is that 
this is the first time in history 


the justice department has ever 
seen an FBI raw file. It Is an 
amazing document, containing 
all sorts of innuendo, rumor 
and undigested fact. 
POWER AND POLITICS 
The FBI Is supj>osed to be a 
part of the justice department 
yet the toct that justice depart­ 
ment officials had never before 
seen a raw FBI file gives some 
indication of the power accumu­ 
lated by the FBI and the possi­ 
bility 
that 
it 
is becoming 
similar to some of the police bu­ 
reaus of Europe, such as the 
“Deuxieme Bureau” of Paris. 
The Deuxieme Bureau has long 
been known as more powerful 
than any French political figure 
because of its knowledge of the 
private lives of cabinet offi­ 
cials and members of the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies. 
Hie 
power 
to inform, the 
power to eavesdrop, 
and the 
power to operate without having 
funds double checked by any 
other government agency can be­ 
come dangerous. The FBI, In 
our opinion, is the most effi­ 
cient police agency In the United 
States. Nevertheless it cannot 
engage in politics; and several 
recent 
developments indicate 
that It does. 
When it became known that the 
FBI had 
engaged in wholesale 
wiretapping 
for a period of 
years, Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark requested J. Edgar Hoover 
to give him a 
list of all cases 
in which illegal 
evidence had 
been obtained by wiretapping and 
eavesdropping. Clark wantedthis 
so 
that 
he could ascertain 
whether or not to proceed with 
certain indictments or to release 
men illegally imprisoned. 
J. Edgar Hoover refused this 
request. He was polite about it; 
nevertheless categoric. The At­ 
torney General is supposed to be 
the chief executive of the jus. 
tice department, but one of his 
subordinates, J. Edgar Hoover, 
simply ignored his order. He 
countered that the Attorney Gen­ 
eral give him a list of cases in 
which he was Interested, then 
he, Hoover, would tell the At­ 
torney General whether wire­ 


taps had been used to collect 
the evidence. 
FBI LOBBYING 
This necessitated exhaustive 
preparation of a list of cases 
for the FBI. A lot of work would 
have been saved had Clark’s re 
quest l>een honored. 
More recently J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er has sent some of his men up 
to the senate to lobby against the

EVERYWHERE RED CONSULATES GO. . . 
Experience of the FBI has shown that official 
personnel form the backbone of 
Soviet-bloc 
espionage in the United States. 
At present, Soviet R ussia’s diplomatic person­ 
nel in the United States are stationed only in 
Washington at the Russian em bassy, and in New 
York City, with the United Nations. 
This situation may someday be changed—and 
not for the better. 
On June I, 1964, the United States and the Soviet 
Union signed a Consular Treaty. 
On June 12, 
1964, 
in accordance with a provision of our 
Federal Constitution, the treaty was submitted 
to the U. S. Senate with a request for its advice 
and consent. 
The Consular Treaty would allow Soviet diplo­ 
matic personnel to be located in major cities 
across the nation. 
Soviet consulates are staffed 
with com m ercial, m ilitary, naval and air attach­ 
e s, among other personnel. At a tim e when this 
nation is engaged in a fierce struggle with the 
Com m unists in Vietnam, this treaty proposes to 
allow the Russians to set up Soviet-bloc spy 
diplom atic headquarters at consulates in such 
key defense cities as San Francisco, Detroit, 
Chicago and Pittsburgh. 
In 
March, 
1965, the treaty was the subject 
of testim ony, before a congressional com m ittee, 
by J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI. 
Mr. 
Hoover testified: 
“ Long seeking greater official representation 
in the United States which would be more widely 
spread over the country, a cherished goal of the 
Soviet intelligence services was realized when 
the United States signed an agreement with the 
Soviet Union. . . providing for the reciprocal 
establishm ent of consulates in our respective 
countries. 
“ One Soviet intelligence officer, in commenting 
on the agreement, spoke of the wonderful oppor­ 
tunity this presented his service and that it 
would enable the Soviets to enhance their in­ 
telligence operations.” 
On July 14, 1965, Mr. Hoover commented fur­ 
ther in a public statement: 
“ The great majority of the 800 Communist- 
bloc official personnel stationed in the United 
States, protected by the privilege of diplomatic 
immunity, have engaged in intelligence assign­ 
ments and are a dangerous threat to the secur­ 
ity of the United States.” 
Mr. Hoover pointed out that “ in regard to the 
C om nium st-bioc espionage attack against this 
country, there has been no letup whatsoever.” 
He explained that between July, 1960, and Febru­ 
ary, 1965, the Soviet official personnel assigned 
to the United Nations Secretariat leaped from 32 
to 108. Half oi these, he declared, “ were agents 
or officers of the Soviet intelligence s e r v ic e .” 


The Consular Treaty continued to rest in the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee until mid­ 
summer of 1965. 
On August 3, the Foreign Eo­ 
lations Committee reported the treaty to the 
Senate. Action has not been taken on it. 
In the long run, communism’s goal is to sub­ 
jugate the world. 
By its own words and deeds, 
the international Communist movement convicts 
itself by perpetrating world conspiracy with­ 
out apology. 
The conspirators aim to take over the United 
States — indeed, the entire western hemisphere. 
Their assault in this hemisphere includes: 
.Subversive activities 
— agitations, strikes, 
guerrilla warfare — which in some Latin Am er­ 
ican countries have reached the point of open 
insurrection; 
•Acts of sabotage and terrorism carried out by 
sm all but highly trained and equipped groups 
following pre-established plans and intended to 
create a climate conducive to general insur­ 
rection; 
.Infiltration of governmental spheres, including 
the armed forces; 
.Growing participation in the educational field, 
particularly at the college level. 
Western hemisphere headquarters for the Com­ 
munist movement has been established in Cuba, 
so close to our own shoreline. 
The Consular 
Treaty would give the Communists an oppor­ 
tunity, through the establishment of what might 
be called branch offices in our open society, to 
expand and intensify intelligence activity within 
the United States. 
When a treaty is signed between the United 
States and Soviet Russia it im plies an accep­ 
tance of the theory that freedom and communism 
can coexist. This is highly satisfactory to some 
propagandists who spend their ti me trying to shape 
the thinking of the American people. 
They 
would have us believe that coexistence is good 
for us. 
They are strong — very strong — for 
treaties. In that very fact is to be found a clue 
as to whether coexistence is really good for us. 
Lenin said it long ago, speaking before the Sev­ 
enth Communist Party Congress in 1919: 
“ The treaty is the means of gaining strength.” 
Is there anyone who believes that Lenin meant 
strength for the free world? 
The Communist idea of peaceful coexistence 
was set forth in the 1960 Moscow statement of 
81 Communist parties, which said: 
“ The policy of peaceful coexistence m eets the 
basic interests of all people. . . This policy 
strengthens the positions of socialism , enhances 
the prestige and international influence of the so ­ 
cialist countries and promotes the prestige and 
influence of the Communist parties in the capi­ 
talist countries. . • Peaceful coexistence of states 
does not imply renunciation of the class struggle 
. . . The coexistence of states with different 
social system s is 
a form of class struggle be­ 
tween socialism and capitalism . 
In conditions 
of peaceful coexistence, favorable opportunities 
are provided for the development of the cla ss 
struggle in the capitalist countries.” 
By “ capitalist” countries, the Communists, of 
course, principally mean the United States. 
By “ development of the cla ss struggle,” they 
mean they will keep on trying to destroy us as 
they talk about the great virtues of peaceful 
coexistence. 
The 1961 program of the Communist Party, 
USA, says: 
“ As they consistently pursue the 
policy of peaceful coexistence, the socialist coun­ 
tries are steadily strengthening the positions of 
the world socialist system in the competition with 
capitalism . 
Peaceful coexistence affords more 
favorable opportunities for the struggle of the 
working class in the capitalist countries.” 
When these statem ents are placed together, it is 
easy to see how the U. S. Communist Party par­ 
rots the party line laid down at the Moscow con­ 
ference. 
That is not surprising in any way. The 
U. S. Communist Party is, and always has been, 
the agent of the bloodthirsty foreign power, the 
Soviet Union. 
Here is another statement from Communist 
sources bearing on this matter. 
The Soviet 
theoretician, G. I. Tunkin, wrote in 1962: “ Peace­ 
ful coexistence serves as a basis for the peaceful 
competition between socialism and capitalism on 
an international scale and constitutes a specific 
form of class struggle between them .” 
Of course it does, but our homegrown Commu­ 
nists never admit that when they are trying to 
peddle the idea of that coexistence. 
When we look at all the facts and consider the 
ultimate goal of the conspirators against free­ 
dom, we have to expect the following from 
“ peaceful coexistence” : 
.The network of pro-Communist and subversive 
groups in the United States to be greatly ex­ 
tended; 
.A disastrous expansion of Communist ideology; 
.Am erican demoralization; 
.The Communist espionage system in our coun­ 
try to become far more widespread; 
.Socialist-Com m unist forces to be given a free 
hand in interfering in U.S. international affairs; 
.D om estic conflicts within the United States to 
be intensified; 
.Econom ic subversion to be vastly increased. 
We should seek out the facts for ourselves. 
Look at, and behind, the headlines in daily news­ 
papers to find evidence that the communists are 
pulling back from their intention to bury the free 
world. The evidence is just not there.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

spite heavy production of half 
dollars, the Treasury Depart* 
ment is still unable to meet the 
entire demand for the coin bear* 
ing President John F. Kenne. 
dy's likeness. 
Robert A. Wallace, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, said 
Monday all indications are the 
half dollar continues to increase 
in circulation although it's still 
in short supply. 
The future of the half dollar— 
and Treasury officials insist it 
has a future- will be discussed 
anew March 1 by the Joint Com. 
mission on the Coinage. 
P ressure has been exerted by 
industries which use silver to 
remove it from the half dollar 
but such a move would require 
congressional approval. 
Although the 
coin 
shortage 
which first hit the nation sever­ 
al years ago has long since been 
declared over, the Treasury still 
receives complaints from citi­ 
zens saying half dollars aren't 
circulating. 
Through Dec, 31, the Treasury 
produced 894,799,143 
Kennedy 
half dollars and has tentatively 
projected production of 
about 
200 million pieces for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 
By comparison, only 16 mil* 
lion of the coins—which then 
were 
Franklin 
halves— were 
minted 
in 
1961. 
This 
was 
stepped up to 43 million in 1962 
and 56 million in 1963. 


Wallace said 
the 
Treasury 
hopes some day to return to an 
annual production of 100 million 
halves and even this would be 
far above what was considered 
normal a decade or two ago. 
Halves, the Treasury feels, 
have been saved as mementoes 
of the late president but they 
are also a handy way for indi­ 
viduals to save money by stor. 
ing them in a desk drawer. 
Saving the new 
halves 
for 
their silver content, 
officials 
feel, is useless since the price 
would have to rise to $3.38 an 
ounce before a new half dollar 
would be worth 50 cents in sil­ 
ver. Silver has been bringing 
about $1.95 an ounce in recent 
months in market sales. 
The 1965 Coinage Act, which 
removed all silver from dimes 
and quarters, cut the amount of 
silver in the half dollar from 90 
per cent to 40 per cent. A 90 per 
cent half was worth its face 
value in silver when the price 
went to $1.38 an ounce. 
But the Treasury last year in­ 
voked its power to bar the melt­ 
ing of coins for their silver con­ 
tent.

FingersAren'tWalkingThrough China

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The Chinese Communists, who don’t 
especially like anybody very much, have declared w ar on a 
new enemy. 
While the Reds are on record as to feeling that the Albani­ 
ans are O.K., that the Russians haven’t kept the faith and no­ 
body else ever had it, the latest victim of Peking happens to 
be the International Yellow Pages, which are designed to let 
your fingers do the walking all over Africa, Asia, Australia, 
Oceania, Europe, Latin America, the Caribbean and North 
America. 
The book, which weighs five pounds and sells for $20, lists 
2000.000 business and professional firm s and individuals in 
150 countries throughout the world. 
With a circulation of 
about 50,000 copies, the only countries not listed are North 
Vietnam. North Korea and Red China, which doesn’t reallv 
bug the Chinese at all. 
In fact, they like the idea of not being listed. What bothers 
C hairman Mao and his chums is that Taiwan, listed under 
the heading of The Republic of China, rates five pages. 
Worse yet, Hong Kong, which has been the target of an 
especially nasty Chinese campaign of harassm ent of late, has 
14 pages of listings on display, complete with such capitalistic 
companies as the Chase M anhattan Bank, American Express. 
General Electric and Corning Glass. 
Veteran China watchers, who also answer to the titles of 
usually reliable and generally informed sources, feel that 
since the Reds don’t want to do much about Hong Kong (it’s a 
British Crown Colony and, after all, the British are the kind 
<»f people you like to have living in the neighborhood), the 
Taiwan listing is a bit tougher to take. 
In an official protest to the Reuben IL Donnelley Co.. which 
compiles the International Yellow Pages, the China National 
Technical Import Corp of Peking calls the listing of Taiwan 


as the Republic of China “a serious provocation against the 
people of our country.” This doesn’t seem to especially worry 
the Donnelley people, who feel that their book can play “a 
large interest in world peace by promoting world trade,” 
even if the Chinese don’t think so. 
The idea of the book is to provide a valuable tool for firms 
engaged in international trade or business development and 
it’s a useful international product in that it brings goods and 
services from faraway places as close as your telephone, un­ 
less you happen to be calling from a Peking exchange. 
For example, if you happen to be hungry for some 
Hungarian food, all you have to do is ring up Budapest 
163-044 and talk to the friendly food folks at the H arm ashatar- 
hegy, one of the best restaurants around. 
Or, you can arrange to get some coffee, wholesale, in 
Brazil by calling San Paulo 359-1305; a spare part for your oil 
drilling rig by buzzing Kuwait 3521; soap in Syria (14780); 
or a radiator in Romania (Bucharest 14-94-30). 
Rudy Pins, who headed up the research for IYP, now knows 
a few things about places like Tasm ania that he never even 
wanted to know. Like, for one thing, the Tasm anians list 27 
veterinarians but just 26 medical doctors. Draw your own 
conclusions. 
But the Chinese, who have a way of getting even in the 
long run. may have the last laugh yet. Word out of Peking 
has it that as soon as the presses cool off from grinding out 
“The Thoughts of Mao,” the next book on the publication 
schedule will be The International Red Pages. 
But don’t 
bother to order a copy; all the numbers are unlisted. 
One good thing about the IRP, however, is that you just 
can’t miss when it comes to calling people in Albania, North 
Korea, North Vietnam and China, the only countries that will 
be listed. No m atter how hard you try, you’ll never get the 
wrong party.
